These  are  pretty  well  the  same  as  in  the  year  previous  ;  there  is 
however,  a  definite  tightness  in  provision  of  hospital  beds,  dee  in  part 
to  shortage  of  both  rnirses  and  domestic  staff. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Regional  Water  Sepply. 

152  million  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  from  Welton  pumping 
station  during  the  year.  90%  of  this  was  softened  and  filtered  by  the 
Permutit  system  from  30  degrees  hardness  to  7  degrees.  The  plant  has 
given  every  satisfaction  and  at  the  moment  it  is  treating  400,000  gallons 
per  day. 

70  new  service  connections  were  made  ;  4  more  plumbers  were 
registered  with  the  Council  making  a  total  of  58.  Total  amount  of  water 
registered  through  meters  was  85  million  gallons  leaving  a  total  67  million 
gallons  for  domestic  etc.  services.  During  the  year  a  free  service  for 
washering  taps  was  given  throughout  the  area. 

Lincoln  Corporation  supplies  Saxilby,  Burton,  Riseholme,  Part  of 
Nettleham  and  Bunkers  Hill  districts.

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  Public  Contract  in  the  following

A  reply  was 
received  from  this  Contractor  stating  that  they  were  unable  to  tender 
for  any  further  contracts  until  1948.

In  accordance  with  the  urgent  need  for  increased  milk  production 
special  attention  has  been  given  to  this  class  of  work.  All  new  regis¬ 
trations  are  inspected  in  conjunction  with  the  representatives  of  the  Local 
W.A.E.C.  in  order  to  obtain  uniformity  of  conditions  required. 

Also  every  assistance  and  advice  is  given  to  enable  milk  producers  to  bring 
their  existing  premises  up  to  the  standard  required  for  producing  a 
designated  milk.

Milk  producers  in  the  area.

General  Remarks. 

We  seem  to  be  getting  results  from  our  initial  efforts  at  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  as  we  have  had  no  cases  whatever  in  the  past  year.  I  trust 
this  continues. 

Milk  is  being  produced  in  greater  and  greater  quantities.  The 
need  for  supervision  is  greater  than  ever,  owing  to  the  high  incidence  of 
tuberculosis.  The  ideal  to  aim  at  is  to  have  all  herds  of  the  Tuberculin 
tested  type.  This  can  be  none  by  a  process  of  building  up,  though  it  may 
be  costly  at  first.  Meantime  it  is  wisdom  to  Pasteurise  all  milk,  generally 
speaking,  until  the  aforementioned  happy  day  arrives.  The  restriction 
on  building,  due  to  shortness  of  materials  may  well  hold  back  a  lot  of 
improvements  in  cow-sheds,  etc. 

Our  population  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  again  on  the  up-grade  and  I 
hope  this  will  continue  as  therein  lies  a  great  hope  for  our  future  health 
and  prosperity. 

Housing  has  been  a  headache,  due  to  shortages,  etc.  Temporary 
housing  has  got  off  to  a  good  start  at  Fiskerton,  and  the  wise  use  of  R.A.F. 
huts  will  solace  many  a  sorely  tried  couple  of  newly-weds.  The  conditions 
under  which  many  families  are  living,  more  particularly  in  regard  to 
propinquity,  are  very  trying  indeed.  If  we  are  to  prevent  a  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  marriage  break-downs,  we  must  have  houses  and  more  houses 
soon,  otherwise  the  tongue  may  prove  mightier  than  the  sword  in  this 
respect. 

There  is  a  tremendous  field  for  ingenuity  in  adaptation  of  all  possible 
sources  of  accommodation,  particularly  as,  say,  10%  of  our  older  houses 
do  not  come  up%  a  reasonable  standard  for  the  year  1946. 

Food  is  not  such  a  bug-bear  in  a  Rural  as  in  an  Urban  District,  but 
the  incidence  of  controls  and  frustrations  of  all  sorts  are  having  their 
effect  on  the  health  and  temper  of  many  mothers  and  housewives,  for  it 
is  “  mother  who  goes  without,’’  and  so  the  children  rarely  suffer.  In 
the  matter  of  time,  it  seems  years  since  the  war  ended,  but  in  most  things 
conditions  seem  still  to  be  about  the  same  or  worse. 

And  so  the  difficulties  of  your  inspectors  do  not  dimmish,  but  they 
persevere  in  a  work  of  supreme  importance  and  happiness  for  which  I 
once  more  tender  them  my  heartfelt  thanks.
